POLICY PROBLEMS. 
DISCUSSED” 


Key West, Florida, Nov. 
18.—President Truman today 
interrupted his vacation here 
briefly for a conference with 
the Defence Sceretary (Mr 
James Forrestal) on what was 
described officially: os national 
security and European policy 
problems. 


Mr Forrestal flew here from 
Washington at his own sugges- 
tion and headed right back for 
the capital after spending less 
than an hour in private with the 
President.
